Judge:  Cross  must  go 


SAN  DIEGO  (BP)  —  A  federal  judge  has  told  the  city  of 
San  Diego  to  remove  a  29-foot-high  cross  from  public 
grounds  within  90  days  —  or  pay  $5,000  for  each  day  it 
remains  part  of  a  war  memorial  in  a  hilltop  park.  The  cross 
came  under  fire  from  a  San  Diego  atheist  and  his  ACLU- 
funded  lawyer  more  than  a  decade  ago.  Throughout  a  17- 
year  legal  battle,  courts  have  rejected  offers  to  sell  the 
property  to  a  private  group.  The  Supreme  Court  refused  to 
hear  the  case  in  2003.  San  Diego  Mayor  Jerry  Sanders  said 
he  will  propose  appealing  the  latest  ruling,  a  move  that 
would  neea  approval  from  the  city  counal.  The  Union- 
Tribune  reported  that  William  Kellogg,  president  of  the 
Mount  Soledad  Memorial  Association,  the  private  organi¬ 
zation  that  operates  the  memorial,  said  he  is  prepared  to 
have  the  cross  moved  to  private  property  nearby  and 
replaced  at  the  present  site  of  the  memorial  with  another 
appropriate  symbol  to  honor  the  veterans.

Your  editorials  on  land-based 
gambling  have  been  right  on  tar¬ 
get.  Enclosed  you  will  find  a  copy 
of  the  official ballot  of  March  id, 
1992,  [see  below]  that  was  voted 
on  concerning  the  establishment 
of  "dockside  gambling." 

In  Harrison  County,  there 
were  43,028  ballots  cast  in  the 
special  election.  Of  those  votes, 
24,404  were  recorded  as  in  favor 
of  the  proposition  and  18,064 
were  recorded  in  opposition.

Be  careful,  little  hands,  what  you  type 


In  the  past  couple  of  years,  a  new 
method  of  communicating  on  the  Internet 
has  exploded  in  growtn,  particularly 
among  teenagers.  Many  kids  nave  a  blog 
(short  for  wen  log  or  web  diary)  and  are 
posting  information  that  is  available 
world  wide.  Teens  use  this  medium  to 
communicate  their  feelings,  interests,  or 
to  just  say  "hi"  to  each  other. 
Unfortunately,  sexual  predators  some¬ 
times  use  this  information  to  get  close  to 
the  children,  posing  as  children  them¬ 
selves,  and  try  to  coax  them  into  revealing 
inappropriate  pictures  of  themselves  or  to 
have  an  actual  face-to-face  encounter. 
Some  teens  are  revealing  their  first  name, 
age,  contact  information,  location,  e-mail 
addresses.  Instant  Messenger  name,  birth 
date,  link  to  their  home  page,  and  in 
twenty  percent  of  cases,  their  full  name. 
These  blogs  and  social  networking  sites 
are  all. the  rage  among  young  Internet 
users.  Some  of  these  sites  are  found  at 
www.MySpace.com, www.xanga.com, 
www.MyScene.com,  www.Live- 

Joumal.com,  and  www.FaceBook.com.  "I 
don't  see  why  pedophiles  wouldn't  use 
this  tool,  if  this  is  where  the  kids  are,"  said 
Ann  Coulier  of  Net  Family  News. 


Justin  Berry  was  a  13-year-old 
honor  student  and  class  president 
when  he  started  down  a  dark  and 
dangerous  path.  He  began  with  a 
webcam  that  he  had  hooked  up  to  his 
bedroom  computer  with  the  intention 
of  interacting  with  other  kids  his  age. 
According  to  ABC  News,  "within 
minutes  of  hooking  it  up.  Berry  had 
received  his  first  message  from  a  man 
he  would  later  learn  was  a  child 
predator."  This  13-year-old  began 
running  his  own  webcam  pom  site 
with  more  than  1,000  adults  paying  to 
watch.  A  New  York  Times  reporter 
discovered  the  image  on  the  Web  and 
wrote  a  long  investigative  piece  about 
child  Internet  pornography.  Berry  told 
Oprah  Winfrey,.  "You  don't  realize 
how  bad  these  people  are.  They  can 
manipulate  you  to  ao  just  about  any¬ 
thing."  Berry  related  that  at  first,  he 
was  offered  $50  to  take  off  his  shirt 
and  it  quickly  escalated  beyond  any¬ 
thing  his  unsuspecting  parents  could 
have  imagined.  Over  the  next  five 
years.  Berry  became  an  Internet  child 
pom  star  who  was  offered  gifts,  thou¬ 
sands  in  cash,  and  trips  by  predators 


who  at  first  watched  him  through  his 
webcam,  and  then  arranged  meetings 
in  person. 

Berry  has  since  turned  his  list  of 
clients  over  to  the  Justice  Department. 
He  is  now  a  federal  witness  whose  life 
has  been  threatened  by  the  men  who 
seduced  him.

,  Is  your  child  a  potential  victim?  Here 
are  some  signs  that  you  need  to  inter¬ 
vene  in  your  child's  blogging  habit: 

•  Does  your  child  spent!  an  inordi¬ 
nate  amount  of  time  online  every 
day?  More  than  one  and  a  half 
hours  a  day  is  the  dividing  line 
between  children  who  tend  to 
engage  in  high  risk  online  activi¬ 
ties,  such  as  meeting  strangers 
offline,  engaging  in  cybersex,  or 
sending  photos  of  themselves  to 
-strangers  online. 

•  Are  they  between  the  ages  of  11  and 
15  years  of  age? 

•  Are  they  secretive  about  their 
Internet  activities?  Do  you  find  that 
the  screen  goes  blank  wnen  you  walk 
by?  (If  they  type  the  letters  "pos," 
that  means  "parent  over  shoulder.") 


•  Do  they  have  a  web  site,  hoq^ 
page  or  personal  online  profit? 
Look  them  over,  if  they  do.  See 
what  your  child  shares  with  third 
parties  online.  Do  they  show 
another  side?  Do  they  make  sug- 

£ istive  remarks  on  their  site  or  on 
eir  profile?  Do  they  refer  to  a 
"love*  or  someone  special  you 
don't  recognize? 

Blogging  is  a  modem  way  for  kids  to 
communicate  with  each  other  and  it  is 
unfortunate  that  there  are  predators  out 
there  seeking  to  prey  on  our  children. 
Keep  vour  computer  in  a  central  part  of 
your  nome  where  there  is  minimal  pri¬ 
vacy.  Talk  to  your  children  about  the. 
dangers  of  placing  too  much  informa¬ 
tion  online.

' Choctaws' 

CLINTON,  Ms.  (Special)  — 
Mississippi  College  has  been 
notified  that  the  National 
Collegiate  Athletic  Association 
(NCAA)  has  removed  its  policy 
restrictions  on  the  use  of  the 
name  'Choctaw'  in  reference 
to  the  Baptist-affiliated  school's 
athletic  programs. 

The  NCAA  lor  several  years 
has  been  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  its  member  schools' 
usage  or  names  and  symbols 
associated  wiffi  Native  American 
and  offier  ethnic  groups. 

MC  President  Lee  Royce 
said,  “We  are  pleased  with  the 
ruling  from  the  NCAA  giving 
their  approval  of  our  request  to 
remove  Mississippi  College 
from  the  list  of  institutions  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  policy's  restrictions. 

"We  are  very  appreciative  of 
the  Mississippi  Band  of 
Choctaw  Indians'  support  of 
our  use  of  the  Choctaw  name, 
and  look  forward  to  continuing 
our  mutual  relationship  of 
respect  and  cooperation. 

'Mississippi  College  is  hon¬ 
ored  to  continue  to  be  known 
as  the  Choctaws." 

Mississippi  College  in 
Clinton  is  one  of  three  institu¬ 
tions  of  higher  learning  affiliat¬ 
ed  with  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention.
